If the fragmentary and lor tbo most 
pari contradictory news wbicb is com- 
ing over tbo linos in such wild profu- 
sion nm bo taken as a warranty for any 
conclusion it would appear to bo tbi*, 
that tbo French army, with its head- 
quarters ut Strasbourg, baa definitely 
aolecicd Jieiz lor its bti?o of operations ; 
that the Prussian Army, with its head- 
quarters at Mayeuce or Men'* has select- 
ed Uobhutz as its baso of operations ; 
and thai the valley of tbo Moselle will 
bo the great battle-ground. Havirg 
p'ueod the two armies, it urny be worth 
wliilo'to reconnoitere their relative posit- 
ion; aud this can be done with t he great- 
er Batistaotion in view ol the complote 
immunity from ull risk ol beiuir arrested 
ns a spy or shot down aa a newppnper 
correspondent. Strasbourgis a Btrong 
ly fortified oily on the eastern lmr- 
ti.r ot Pranoe. I'- standi on the 
bank oi the III, near tbo left ban!. 
Of the Rhine, to which its ylacis ex- 
tends and across which it crmmUMoates 
with Kebl (in Baden) by menus of a 
bridgo of boats. The fortified oily is ol 
triangular form, enclosed by bastioned 
ramparts, and entered by seven gate* 
At its Eastern extremity is a strong 
pentaogoual oituduVand by moans oi 
sluices the adjacent cotintty may be 
laid under water. Porruorly tbo oapital 
of the province of'A'saco, it is now the 
capita! ol the Bas-Kuii e, and has u 
population of e bout eighty -live thousand. 
Metz is another K'ro gly fortified city of 
France, anil is the capital of the Depart- 
ment ol Moiello, stuhuiug, us it doe-, ut 
thecbufiuxof tbo Moselle anil Scille 
and at the bend of a lm< ch ot the rail- 
way fr m Pari-i to Snaanourg. Ii i> 
170 miles from Puris, and atx-ut SO mi ! c- 
west-riorth-west ot tkranburg, Metz ia 
regarded as one of the strongest a< d 
moat hnporaut placet in Franoo ; 
and its esplanade ia accounted 
one of the huest promouadoa in 
Europe. It has an nv-eual, one ol 
the lurgost in France, with a cannon 
fourdry, and an armory containing 
about, 180,1'OU Bland of arms, and a mil 
itary hospital capoble of receiving 1SUU 
pationis. Iu population is now about 
sixty thousand. Oozing over to 
the Prussian side, Mayeuce or Meii'Z ia 
a oily ol Hot-si-Danrisuidt, capital of 
llheiushe^an. It stu.ndd on the left bank 
of the Ruine, oppose the mouth of the 
Mainjand 20 mile* W.S.W.ol Frankfort, 
with which it is connected by railway. 
It is a fortress ot the German Confeder- 
ation, aud usually has a garrison ol 
8000 men. liising gradually horn the 
Rhine in the form of un nmphiibeatre, 
it is walled in, fla .lied with bastion*, 
and defendod by u ctadcl and several 
fortB ntiii ouivvorkri. A brid L M> "f boats, 
about 1500 feet long, connects it wi'b 
its suburb of Castel, near which the tiv- 
cr forms an island, on svltiuu eoiiuidcra- 
bio foriilicutions have beeu erected. 
Tho homo, or rather the situ of the 
housu of Jolfu lion lleisoli, betu-r 
known as Gutenberg, the iuv.utor 
ot movable 'jpe-, oonsiiiutea noi the 
least interesting object in Lho ciiy 
Mayence owes its foundation to a Lio 
man camp, pitch d there by Dcu-ua. 
It is regarded as n very strong military 
position, und has a population oi Hbout 
t'orty -five thousand. Uoblemz or 
Oobleuzis a f rtified oi y of Kbenish 
Prussia, siiuiu.d on the left bunk 
of the Rhiue where it loceivos th« wa- 
ters of the M.o.-ol!c J i id uhou 1 . 40 mile?- 
JS'.W. of Mayeuce, a:,d a little ov K r 100 
miles jN.N.HI. of M.etz, The Rhine ie* 
crossed by mi ans oi a bridge of boats, 
485 yards Io- g, and the Moselle io 
crossed by ft etouo bri'fgo 53(5 yards i 
length. At Jtfl ironbreiisteiu, on the op* 
pOfiitn buck ot the Rhine, there is a 
strong fortrobs, with 400 pieces of cannon, 
and containing immense cisterns capa- 
ble ot holding throe years' supply ol 
water. The fortification.! uf Coblouiz, 
of which those on tbo opposite bank 
form mere outworkSj ooso nearly f m 
million dollars, aud tbej are estimated 
to bo capable of uccommodating i n 
hundred thousand men, with marines 
Bullicic.nl lo contain ten years' provision 
for eight thousand men. Uobleu'z is re- 
garaed as tho Btronge«t military posi« 
tiou within the wnolo Prus-iau dvtniu 
ions It is a free port, and carries on 
nn extensive trade by the ivuino, Mo- 
Halle and Lahu. lis population, exclu- 
sive of ihe garrison, is about 130, • 
000. Such are the positions talceu up 
by the two great nrauwi preparing tor 
batilo on the banks ut the Liltine, uud its' 
will have been seun that two s ronger or 
more equal positions could scarcely have 
boon uoieoted.

Rhine. O.i tlii* Biihjeot wo ^ive tho fol- 
lowing from a California papor, which 
doclurCB that tho real cuuse of the 
couruu taken by France is the old bono 
of contention, the Lleniah P'Ovincos : 

For a century and a quarter France 
has bo<u struggling to cxtonil her 
northeastern frontier to tlio Ebino. 
It was one of tbo lav.irita dreams of 
Lonia XIV,, and bo did Buooood in 
touohing tho covatod stream. Bat that 
does not satisfy French ambition, leas'- 
of all the ambition of a BoanptrLu ; 
but more especially of a Bonaparte 
whose interests tiro to bo promoted by 
foreign war, and wlioao dynasty is n t 
aufe short ol Homo glorious triumph ovci 
a peaceful neighbor. These Kb no pr< - 
vinces ombruco ubou 1 , 1 1 ,000 sqia-o 
inilos of toiritory und are densely peopled, 
rich, growing, purl Gorman, pint Ftoncli 
in language, and of a mixed religion, but 
chiefly Catholic They lie i n both 
banks of tho Rhire, toudiii g Sjllund 
and Bolgi in ■ ou tho West, Fruooo on 
tlie South, and Nassau on and Baden tii > 
East. Thoy aie sopornted f'rem the mein 
body of th Pra*sion Kii'gd.m by Hm* 
over and Nassau; and therefore, from 
googrupliiciil position, moro naturally a 
pan ol Franco than 1 1 Prussia. Bui if 
Prussia cuu ovor manage to constliduto 
und absorb South Germany as she bus 
North, than ihi Hohoiizolloriis would 
have a Kingdom, including Bavarin, 
Wurtonburg and Badon, larger than 
Franco, richer and moro populous ; and it 
would be Protestant. But if iu addition lo 
this, a liobonzollern reigned in Spain, 
ihea France would bo held in perpetual 
chuck urd h«vo to content herself with 
her presout boundaries, und ceusu to bo 
tho periodical disturber of the peace ol 
Europe. It is well known that, notwith- 
standing the Lrouty of Prague, Prussia 
bus been endeavoring to form ftl'iauoos 
with Badeu and BaVuriit, looking upon 
such u union, under the military leader- 
ship ol Prussia, as has already been 
coii.-umma od with.
